A 
closer inspection of the obverse reveals an unnatural burnt-orange 
hue. 


31 1896 MS 64 Red PCGS. Bright orange surfaces exhibit a thick, 
satiny brilliance. Well struck throughout. 

32 1896 MS 64 Red PCGS. Blazing red luster and near-gem surfaces 
show on this attractive cent. Well struck with very nice eye appeal. 

33 1902 MS 67 Red NGC. A fiery red specimen with nary a mark to 
detract from the color and luster. Only one finer specimen has been 
seen by NGC and PCGS. 

34 1906 MS 64 Red ANACS. A decent strike with rich orange col¬ 
oration and trivial flyspecking on the obverse. 

35 1908-S MS 63 Brown NGC. Subdued, glossy luster with patches of 
faded orange color that still adhere to the obverse devices. 

36 1908-S MS 65 Red NGC. Well struck for this difficult branch mint 
issue and displaying a modestly lustrous golden-orange appearance. 
Two minor obverse carbon spots are located on opposite sides of the 
portrait.

100% red, the reverse displays humble tan patina that explains the 
RB designation. Nonetheless, a boldly struck gem that all cent 
enthusiasts would appreciate.

46 1897 PR 63 Red and Brown PCGS. An original proof specimen that 

carries mottled red, lavender, blue, and brown patina on the obverse 
and brown and blue-green toning on the reverse. The toning unfor¬ 
tunately obscures the reflectivity of the fields.

50 1909-S VDB AU 55 PCGS. Rich mahogany-brown color shows 
evenly on each side of this near-mint specimen. Perhaps the most 
popular key-date Lincoln cent.

In the catalog for Part Two of the Pittman Collection, howev¬ 
er, David Akers describes this coin as, "...Definitely a business 
strike. The edge is not square, the rims are well rounded, and all the 
stars at the left are flat." While the surfaces are deeply prooflike, the 
position of the date and the absence of recutting on QUAR. DOL. 
force this cataloger to concur with Akers' assessment. This coin also 
pairs the Type Two obverse with the Type One reverse, a coupling 
that Briggs claims exists in proof format. Breen, however, maintains 
that the Mint did not use this pairing only on proof dies.

Moderate original toning decorates both sides 
of this exceptionally clean example. 

568 1882-S MS 65 PCGS, two pieces, both are highly lustrous and show 
only slight coloration. (Total: 2 coins) 

569 1882-S MS 67 PCGS. A beautiful, virtually perfect S-mint dollar 
whose brilliant surfaces are accented by a thin arc of rainbow iri¬ 
descence on the left side of the obverse.

Each is brilliant and 
satiny with the latter showing an area of russet patina on the reverse.

583 1883-0 MS 66 PCGS. The satiny brilliance is broken by a few wide¬ 
ly scattered carbon spots on the obverse and one in the loop of the R 
in DOLLAR on the reverse. 

584 1883-0 MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Deeply mirrored fields 
provide a good cameo effect against the frosted devices. Complete¬ 
ly untoned. 

585 1883-S MS 61 ANACS. Original patina overall with russet shades at 
the borders. An unusually clean example for the grade. 

586 1884 MS 63 NGC. Bright and untoned on the obverse, a crescent of 
rich golden color is seen on the reverse. A number of small marks 
limit the grade. 

587 1884 MS 64 NGC. Essentially untoned with a hint of border color. 
A few minor contact marks limit the grade. 

588 1884 MS 65 NGC. Satiny luster bounces delightfully between the 
devices on this piece. A fully brilliant gem specimen. 

589 1884 MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. A pleasing piece with a 
bold strike and light scattered haziness. The deeply mirrored fields 
accentuate the few minor abrasions. 

590 1884-CC MS 64 PCGS. The obverse is originally toned and shows 
a few milting marks under the color. The reverse is fully brilliant. 

591 1884-CC MS 65 NGC, a frosty, brilliant, and always popular Carson 
City issue; 1886 MS 64, an original Morgan dollar with champagne- 
golden and blue toning that advocates originality; and a 1923 MS 64, 
smartly detailed for a low relief issue with pale golden patina. All 
coins are NGC encapsulated. (Total; 3 coins) 

592 1884-CC MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooftike PCGS. A gorgeous and ever- 
popular CC-mint Morgan. The obverse is completely untoned but 
the reverse displays a streak of tight golden patina through the cen¬ 
tral region. Sharply impressed, as always, with a smooth cheek and 
bold black and white appearance. 

593 1884-0 MS 65 PCGS. Colorfully toned in varying pastel shades on 
the obverse, the reverse is mostly brilliant. Fully defined. 

594 1884-0 MS 65 NGC, lightly toned around the rim of the reverse; 
and an 1885-0 MS 66 NGC, fully brilliant and frosty luster, with 
only a few flecks of color on either side. (Total: 2 coins)

The typically 
clean reverse deserves a higher grade, but the obverse carries a few 
small abrasions and milling marks on Liberty’s cheek that agree with 
PCGS's designation.

A quality piece that is 
free of any distracting features.

Sharply detailed and 
brilliant, with numerous small facial marks. 


1887 MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Highly reflective with 
frosty devices and a bold strike. 

1887/6 MS 65 NGC. A rare gem example and an early die state, the 
underdigit from the 6 logotype being clearly discemable to the 
naked eye. Satiny, untoned, and unusually sharp in the centers. Pop¬ 
ulation: 2 in 65, none finer. 

1887-0 AU 55 ANACS, Repunched Date, VAM-2, lustrous but 
weakly struck; 1888 AU 58 ANACS, Doubled Ear, VAM-11, lus¬ 
trous; 1889 AU 55 ANACS, Barwing, VAM-19A, nearly untoned; 
and an 1897 MS 61 ANACS, VAM-6A, light golden-lilac toning. All 
four are Top 100 Varieties. (Total: 4 coins) 

1887-0 MS 64 ANACS. Repunched Date. VAM-2. A Top 100 Vari¬ 
ety. Golden-rose toning. 

1887-0 MS 64 NGC. Flashy with only the slightest patination visi¬ 
ble. 

1887-0 MS 63 Prooflike NGC. A flashy, mostly untoned specimen, 
boldly shuck in the centers and just a few minor surface marks from 
choice quality. 

1887/6-0 MS 64 PCGS. A scarce overdate variety that is distin¬ 
guished under low magnification by a short spur of die underlying 6 
to the right of the base of the 7. Mint State examples are most often 
downgraded by an indifferent strike and numerous abrasions. The 
surfaces here are very well struck with orange and blue bag toning 
on the left sides of both obverse and reverse.

Well brought up with 
frosted devices and minor imperfections. 
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639 1888-0 MS 65 ANACS. Doubled Die Reverse. VAM-9. A Top 100 

Variety. Brilliant except for a thin ring of golden-russet around the 


640 1888-0 MS 65 PCGS. A well struck example with bright, coruscant 
luster. 

641 1888-S MS 63 PCGS. Untoned with typically vibrant luster and just 
a couple hair strands shy of a full strike. Abrasions are generally 
confined to Liberty's neck and the field to the left. 

642 1889 AU 58 ANACS. Barwing. VAM-19A. A Top 100 Variety. 
Satiny and almost untoned.

Variety. (Total: 2 coins) 


1900-0 MS 65 NGC. Satiny and essentially untoned. 

1900-0/CC MS 64 PCGS. Brilliant and particularly sharp for the 
issue, with a clearly defined undermintmark. Originally toned over¬ 
all, the reverse exhibits a striking scheme of mottled crimson and 
green colors. 

1900- S MS 60 PCGS. Pure white with a satiny texture. 

1901 AU 50 NGC. A lustrous AU piece that exhibits myriad incon¬ 
sequential marks. Very pleasing for a circulated specimen. 

1901 AU 58 PCGS. Lightly toned and displaying the subdued, satiny 
brilliance that this key Morgan is known for. Only a hint of wear 
shows on each side. 

1901 AU 58 NGC. A clean, lustrous slider lightly overlaid in periph¬ 
eral shades of golden. The strike and overall appearance of this key 
issue are the equal of many Mint State examples. 

1901 AU 58 NGC. Mostly brilliant with better (if broken) luster than 
the typical drab MS 60, and moderate obverse abrasions. 

1901- 0 MS 65 PCGS. Pristine, satiny surfaces that need only a lit¬ 
tle sharper detail in the centers to qualify at a higher grade level.

A no-contrast prooflike coin with 
several milling marks over both sides. Scarce. 
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728 1902-0 MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. The glassy reflectivi¬ 
ty exhibited by both sides is the result of heavily striated dies. The 
'02-0 is not too difficult as a prooflike, but DMPLs are legitimately 
scarce. Population: 23 in 64, 5 finer (3/99). 

729 1902-S MS 64 PCGS. A choice, frosty specimen showing a slight 
amount of natural patina. Well struck. 

730 1902-S MS 64 PCGS. Essentially untoned and satiny, with strong 
detail for the issue and only a few unobtrusive facial marks. 

731 1902-S MS 64 PCGS. Vibrant, snowy-white surfaces with excellent 
sharpness in the centers and only a few series of tiny milling marks 
on the obverse. 

732 1903 MS 65 NGC. Shimmering with luster and framed by a touch of 
golden color at the rims. 

733 1903-0 MS 62 PCGS. Well struck with cleaner surfaces than one 
might expect and light toning. 

734 1903-0 MS 65 NGC. Golden toned rims complement the gem sur¬ 
faces of this piece. 

735 1903-0 MS 65 ANACS. Weakly struck over the ear, the clean sur¬ 
faces exhibit incomplete russet and blue peripheral toning. A popu¬ 
lar, late date O-mint issue. 

736 1903-0 MS 66 NGC. Golden peripheral toning accents the rims on 
each side. 

737 1903-S XF 45 PCGS. .Ample semi-reflective luster survives in the 
protected areas, and there is an occasional dash of golden color on 
the highpoints. 

738 1904-0 MS 65 NGC. Some speckles of steel-violet color are seen on 
each side. 

739 1904-0 MS 66 NGC. Semi-prooflike with unusual sharpness in the 
centers. 

740 1904-0 MS 67 NGC. Absolutely spectacular with smooth brilliant 
satin surfaces and virtually no defects evident. 

Fully detailed and completely 
untoned. 

742 1904-S—Cleaned—AN ACS. AU Details, Net XF 40. A two-toned 
gray example that mutes much of the evidence of the light cleaning. 

743 1904-S AU 53 NGC. Bright silver-gray surfaces with noticeable 
softness of detail over Liberty's ear and on the breast feathers of the 
eagle. A difficult grade for this generally well worn issue.

747 1921 MS 66 PCGS. Mottled brown and steel-blue toning with a full 
strike and no defects visible to the unaided eye. 

748 1921-D MS 65 NGC. A pleasing gem with unusually brilliant luster 
for the issue. 

749 1921-D MS 64 Prooflike NGC. Some weakness is noted in the cen¬ 
ters of each side. Reflectivity is noted on each side and there is some 
light peripheral toning. 


1921-D MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike NGC. Slightly soft in the cen¬ 
ters with exceptional reflectivity for the issue. 

1921-S MS 63 ANACS. Bright and lustrous for the grade. 

1921-S MS 64 NGC. The coin displays weakness in the centers and 
are splashed with golden-hazy toning on either side. 

1921-S MS 64 PCGS. Well frosted with splotchy gunmetal toning 
and only a single appreciable mark in the left obverse field. 

CERTIFIED PROOF MORGAN DOLLAR 


1898-Cleaned, Scratched-ANACS. Proof, Net PR 60. The obverse 
of this unfortunately cleaned proof Morgan has retoned dirty-gold. 
The reverse, while exhibiting a crescent of toning similar to that on 
the obverse, is predominantly smoky-gray.

1921 MS 64 PCGS. Refreshingly clean and lustrous beneath golden- 
gray toning that is a shade lighter on the reverse. A tiny planchet 
depression in the left obverse field and softness on Liberty’s middle 
curls keep this lovely '21 Peace dollar from gem status.

1921 MS 64 NGC. Sunset-rose toning blankets the obverse, the 
reverse is a pastel-yellow color. A fully lustrous, choice example of 
this one-year type Peace dollar.

1921 MS 64 PCGS. A pleasing and original representation of this 
favored Peace dollar.

A few scratches show on the obverse and 
both sides have been cleaned. An affordable example of this popular 
gold dollar.

Attractively toned with rich orange- 
golden patina over the obverse, the reverse exhibits green-gold lus¬ 
ter. Sharply struck and essentailly defect-free, a superior example. 

814 1922 Grant MS 66 PCGS. A frosty little jewel with smooth sur¬ 
faces and vivid gold color. Virtually unimprovable in terms of aes¬ 
thetic appeal. While readily available in lower grades, carefully pre¬ 
served specimens such as this are elusive. 

815 1922 Grant with Star MS 65 PCGS. Bright lustrous surfaces, pre¬ 
dominantly yellow-gold with just a touch of light orange in the 
fields.

Splotchy violet patina overlays the obverse, the 
reverse is a brilliant gold color. Well struck except in the centers.

822 1854 Type Two-Bent-AN ACS. XF Details, Net VF 20. A afford¬ 
able pre-War dollar that displays typical weakness of strike on the 
central details.

Light solder at the rims accounts for ANACS designation. 

825 1855 Type Two-Bent, Cleaned-AN ACS. AU Details, Net VF 35. 
Very slightly bent and presenting better than the qualifiers might 
indicate. 

826 1855 Type Two-Rim Damaged-ANACS. AU Details, Net XF 45. 
Another affordable Type Two dollar with yellow-gold surfaces and a 
crisp strike. A harsh scrape mars a section of the reverse rim. 

827 1855 Type Two AU 58 NGC. A sharply struck Type Two that retains 
a fair amount of luster and shows only small abrasions scattered over 
the surfaces. Light clash marks show, mostly on the reverse. 

828 1855-C VF 35 PCGS. A very scarce issue, one of only 9,803 pieces 
struck, and the only Type Two from this popular Southern mint. This 
piece is poorly struck on the obverse, as is typical for the issue, and 
shows blushes of coppery color here and there. 

829 1857-Scratched-ANACS. Unc. Details, Net XF 45. Good luster 
but a couple of horizontal scratches show on the obverse. 

830 1870-Plugged-ANACS. Unc. Details, Net VF 20. An affordable 
type example that shows evidence of plugging at the top of the 
obverse. 


831 1874 MS 63 PCGS. Lustrous with yellow-gold coloring and a few 
mild abrasions, but no more than one might expect. 

832 1889 MS 66 PCGS. A needle sharp, prooflike example of this final 
year, often well preserved issue. (See Color Photo) 

CERTIFIED PROOF GOLD DOLLAR 


833 1885 PR 62 Cameo NGC. The fields are deeply mirrored and are 

little affected by slight evidence of handling. The 1885 is one of the 
more available proof gold dollars, having a generous mintage of 
1,105 pieces.

834 1843-D VF 25 PCGS. Honestly worn, with no impairments whatso¬ 
ever on the obverse, but one long scratch through the eagle's neck on 
the reverse. 

835 1851 MS 62 PCGS. Scattered field marks are visible on both sides 
of this bright, satiny example and more difficult early issue. 

836 1851-0 AU 53 NGC. A uniformly worn example of this desirable 
branch mint issue, with two small surface marks on the obverse. 
Much luster remains. 

837 1856-D-Obverse Lamination-ANACS. AU Details, Net VF 30. 
The '56-D has the lowest mintage in the Dahlonega series with a tiny 
emission of only 874 coins; it is also one of the rarest with perhaps 
as many as 35 pieces extant in all grades. All 1856-D quarter eagles 
were poorly produced, a surprising fact when one considers how few 
pieces were struck. Also surprising is that three dies were used to 
strike this issue, and die rust is commonly seen on the few surviving 
specimens. Slight evidence of die rust can be seen on this specimen 
on the neck of Liberty ; but, more importantly a rim-to-rim, angling 
planchet flaw is seen across the obverse, this coin's evidence of the 
’poor production' mentioned above. Weakly struck also, but there are 
no mentionable post-striking impairments on either side. 

838 1887 MS 62 PCGS. A scarcer date that is somewhat elusive to the 
Liberty quarter eagle specialist. This coin is bright, and both sides 
are quite reflective. Only a few hairlines and abrasions on the 
reverse keep this piece from a finer grade. 

839 1893 MS 62 PCGS. Both sides offer outstanding luster under rich 
orange and blue-green patina. 

840 1896 MS 62 PCGS. Fully struck with light patina and some 
prooflike tendencies, a conservatively graded, scarce date quarter 
eagle. 

841 1902 MS 65 PCGS. Light golden toning overall. A sharp, gem 
example of this Liberty quarter eagle. 

842 1903 MS 65 PCGS. This is an outstanding type coin whose surfaces 
are nearly flawless and exude warm satiny luster. Both sides display 
pinpoint detailing. 

843 1904 MS 62 PCGS. Well struck with the initial appearance of a high¬ 
er graded coin. 

844 1906 MS 62 NGC. An affordable example of this common date type 


845 1906 MS 63 NGC. Bright, with a few light contact marks.

849 1870 PR 58 PCGS. A slightly impaired piece that is, nevertheless, 

immediately recognizable as a proof. The fields are a trifle scuffy 
from brief commercial use and there are clusters of scratches above 
the eagle’s right wing and at the tip of the first arrow. A mild cameo 
contrast is still evident on each side. High grade business strikes of 
this date are extremely scarce and only 35 proofs were originally 
struck, with no more than 15-20 pieces extant today, impaired or not. 
Population: 1 in 58, 6 finer. 


CERTIFIED INDIAN QUARTER EAGLES 



1854-D AU 55 PCGS. A minimally worn example of this well 
known Dahlonega rarity, of which only 1,120 pieces were struck. 
There is slight striking softness, as always, on the highpoints of the 
curls and the plumes of the headdress. The lustrous green-gold sur¬ 
faces are overlaid in a uniform reddish patina and show only a few 
minor abrasions on the reverse. A significant offering for the collec¬ 
tor of Southern gold. Population: 11 in 55, 6 finer (3/99). 

1859 MS 61 NGC. Repunched 1 9. Breen-6361. The more com¬ 
monly seen of the two varieties, struck on February 25. The 1859 is 
a moderately scarce P-mint at the Mint State level. This piece is well 
detailed with slightly deficient luster and a pinpoint dig below the 
portrait. (See Color Photo) 


850 1908 MS 64 PCGS. A clean, upper-end coin with bright mint luster 
and subtle reddish color. 

851 1909 MS 63 NGC. Matte-like fields glow with underlying luster. We 
note a few verdigris spots that do not detract from the overall eye 
appeal of this coin. 

852 1910 MS 63 NGC. This specimen displays full, satiny min t luster, a 
deep golden-orange color, and smooth surfaces that are virtually 
mark and abrasion-free that, in itself is a rarity for a coin in this 
grade. 

853 1911 MS 64 PCGS. Sharply defined throughout with some rich, 
antique-golden patina. A near-gem example. 

854 1911-D Weak D XF 45 NGC. A pleasing, lightly circulated example 
of this key issue. 

Clean for the issue but too lackluster to grade 
higher. 

856 1914 MS 63 PCGS. One of the scarcest dates of the series, this date 
is considered rare in higher grades.

857 1914-D MS 63 PCGS. Sharply struck with full, satiny luster and 
some golden-orange patina. A conservatively graded example. 

858 1914-D MS 63 PCGS. Both sides of this attractive '14-D are tinged 
in rose and olive patina, being only a single milling mark on the 
cheek from choice status. 

859 1914-D MS 64 NGC. A choice Uncirculated example of this scarce 
Denver Mint issue that is rarely located in high grades. Quite lus¬ 
trous under areas of original orange toning. 

860 1915 MS 63 PCGS. Full select quality, a well struck, lustrous exam¬ 
ple. 

861 1915 MS 64 NGC. Sharply struck with bright, lustrous surfaces. 

862 1925-D MS 60 PCGS. Exceptional luster and surfaces for this low- 
end Uncirculated specimen. 

863 1925-D MS 62 PCGS. Sharply struck with attractive orange accents. 

864 1925-D MS 64 PCGS. Very well struck with full satiny luster, a gem 
specimen except for a couple of very minor contact marks. 

865 1925-D MS 64 PCGS. This is a lovely, upper-end type coin that has 
most of the eye appeal of a full gem. Lustrous and sharply struck 
with reddish-golden color. 

866 1926 MS 64 PCGS. Sharply struck with a few copper stains scat¬ 
tered over the surfaces. Frosty surfaces. 


867 1854 AU 55 NGC. A bit softly struck with light orange patina over

871 1840-C Fine 15 PCGS. A low grade example of this scarce Charlotte 

half eagle. The face of Liberty is marred by a long, deep, angling 
scratch. 


872 1845 VF 25 PCGS. A well circulated example that shows smooth 
surfaces and wear that is consistent with the grade. 

873 1869-S—Damaged, Cleaned-ANACS. AU Details, Net XF 40. A 
heavy mark is noticed on the obverse, and there are several unnatu¬ 
rally bright areas that have been cleaned. An affordable representa¬ 
tion of this scarce San Francisco issue. 

874 1870-S-Scratched-ANACS. XF Details, Net VF 20. Much scarcer 
than the mintage of 17,000 pieces would indicate. Most survivors 
are VF at best, with XF pieces only occasionally seen. This coin is 
well struck on the obverse with softly defined feathers on the eagle 
on the reverse. Lightly marked on the obverse, the surfaces have a 
slight accent of reddish patina around the outer portions of each side. 

875 1873-S XF 40 NGC. A scarce issue and seldom seen above VF, this 
piece has bright surfaces and shows a bit of striking softness over the 
highpoints of the devices. Slight darkening of color is seen around 
the obverse devices and there is a large spot on the lower portion of 
the 3 in the date. Trends S975. 

876 1880 MS 62 PCGS. Very flashy with intense cartwheel luster and a 
bold strike. Exceptionally clean surfaces for the conservative grade 
with a few small scattered marks. 

877 1881 MS 62 PCGS. Bright, satiny surfaces have a distinct edging of 
olive patina. 

878 1881 MS 63 NGC. Exquisite color and luster, though a few surface 
marks are present. 

879 1881-S MS 62 PCGS. Typically sharp with blushes of rose patina 
across each side and choppy obverse abrasions. 

880 1882 MS 63 NGC. Frosty pinkish-gold surfaces with olive patina at 
the borders and moderate field marks. 

881 1882-CC-Scratched-ANACS. XF Details, Net VF 30. Some 
peripheral scratches show at the obverse border. Fortunately, each of 
the devices is free from the scratches.

1885 MS 64 NGC. Lustrous and fully struck with a few small abra¬ 
sions in the left obverse field. 


884 1886 AU 58 NGC. Light rubbing shows on each side. The reverse is 

colorfully toned in red-orange hues.

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885 1892-CC AU 55 PCGS. Boldly struck with only minimal loss of lus¬ 
ter from a brief time in circulation. Far more difficult in grades 
approaching Mint State than the two preceding CC fives. 

886 1893 MS 61 PCGS. Semi-prooflike fields with a number of contact 
marks overall. 

887 1893-S AU 58 PCGS. A slightly scarcer date with some light wear 
on the highpoints. 

888 1894—Cleaned—ANACS. Unc. Details, Net AU 50. The cleaning 
has slightly dulled the fields. 

889 1894-0—Scratched—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF 40. A large mark 
shows over the bridge of Liberty’s nose. Still, a bright, partially lus¬ 
trous example. 

890 1896-S-Graffiti-ANACS. AU Details, Net XF 40. Several scratch¬ 
es show in the left obverse field. Scarcer date. 

891 1898 MS 60 ANACS. Satiny surfaces exude pink-golden luster. A 
few contact marks limit the grade. 

892 1900-Rim Filed-ANACS. Unc. Details, Net MS 60. Generally 
unabraded with blushes of pale orange color here and there. 

893 1900 MS 62 PCGS. Well struck with a few typical marks and slight¬ 
ly muted luster. Pinkish-golden appearance overall. 

894 1900 MS 63 PCGS. Well struck with minimal abrasions for the 
grade. 

895 1900 MS 64 PCGS. Lustrous with some satiny qualities. Free from 
any distracting marks and lightly accented in a golden-orange hue.

Deep satiny brilliance with a coating of orange 
and olive patina give this flashy piece the eye appeal of a gem.

A 
couple of minor contact marks are seen on the reverse, but overall, 
this coin has the look of a gem. 


908 1910 AU 58 NGC. Pleasing color and good remaining luster. 

909 1910 MS 62 NGC. A coin that exhibits some weakness on the high¬ 
points. A few marks exist on each side.

Green-gold color and softly struck in the 
centers. A common date No Motto ten. 

A common 
date P-mint ten, this piece exhibits a slightly subdued appearance 
due to long-time immersion in salt water. 

922 1857-Scratched—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF 40. A large, hori¬ 
zontal scratch bisects the obverse. Otherwise, the surfaces are a 
bright golden color. 

923 1872-S-Cleaned—ANACS. XF Details, Net VF 20. Each side has 
been harshly cleaned. A conditionally rare date, few high grade 
examples are known. 

924 1882 MS 62 PCGS. Bright and satiny with field marks that are mod¬ 
est in number, but fairly heavy. 

925 1884-S AU 58 ANACS. Some rose patina is seen in the centers, and 
the fields are remarkably clean for the issue. Light mbbing on the 
highpoints. 

926 1886 AU 53 NGC. A fairly typical example with light wear, numer¬ 
ous small contact marks, and rich reddish color overall. 

927 1886 AU 58 NGC. Well struck with almost complete mint luster. 
Scarce any finer. 

928 1886-S MS 63 NGC. Boldly struck and lustrous with some light 
marks, but no copper spots or major blemishes. 

929 1888-S MS 61 PCGS. Fully lustrous but marred by numerous light 
contact marks. 
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930 1889—Damaged—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF 45. A small area of 
planchet damage is noted above the date.

931 1893 MS 62 PCGS. A bold striking that is particularly frosty and 
attractive for the assigned grade. 

932 1893 MS 62 PCGS. A trifle scuffy on the obverse, with rose and 
olive accents. 


933 1894 MS 62 PCGS. Moderately abraded with subtle orange accents. 

934 1895 MS 63 PCGS. Each side exhibits satiny luster that is flashy and 
reflective. 

935 1895-S AU 50 NGC. An original example of this scarcer issue. The 
golden-orange surfaces retain much of the mint luster and there are 
deep, charcoal-gray incrustations surrounding the devices. 

936 1896-S-Cleaned-ANACS. AU Details, Net XF 40. Both sides 
show evidence of having been cleaned. Scarcer S-mint date. 

937 1896-S XF 40 NGC. Evenly circulated with a mentionable mark on 
Liberty's cheek. 

938 1896-S XF 45 PCGS. The obverse is bright and peppered with 
numerous abrasions, while the reverse is very clean and covered 
with hazy patina. Scarcer issue. 

939 1896-S AU 53 NGC. The bright golden-orange surfaces are pep¬ 
pered ^with numerous small abrasions. A scarce issue and seldom 


940 1899 MS 62 ANACS. Satiny, green-golden surfaces exhibit a few 
small marks. An area of rust colored toning is noted on the reverse. 

941 1902-S MS 62 ANACS. Richly colored and held back from a high¬ 
er grade by wispy hairlines. The strike is typically bold. 

942 1902-S MS 63 PCGS. Semi-reflective with rich orange accents that 
spruce up this already flashy Liberty eagle. 

943 1905-S MS 60 ANACS. Some contact marks and slight weakness in 
the central areas combine to limit the grade. 

944 1907-Rim Filed-ANACS. Unc. Details, Net AU 55. Fully lustrous 
with any rim problem covered by the holder. 

945 1907 MS 62 PCGS. The final year of the Liberty ten dollar series 
that had a seventy-year life span. This specimen has subdued golden 
color, but is well struck. 

946 1907 MS 62 NGC. Lustrous and moderately abraded under rich 
orange patina. 

947 1907-S MS 63 PCGS. A difficult final year issue that can be locat¬ 
ed on occasion in better AU grades, but rarely surfaces at the Mint 
State level. This specimen is satiny in appearance and has a pleasing 
golden-orange color throughout. A small, round planchet depression 
to the right of star 4 is certainly Mint-caused, but may have influ¬ 
enced the grading service in a conservative direction. Population: 8 
in 63, 11 finer (3/99).

Extremely well struck with typically grainy, 
green-gold surfaces and relatively few surface marks. 

951 1911-S MS 60 ANACS. A scarce and popular low mintage issue 
with only 51,000 pieces struck.

This modestly abraded example comes as close to 
Uncirculated as possible without getting there. All the devices are 
sharp and there is only the slightest break in luster on the obverse. 
Population: 13 in 58, 7 finer (3/99). 

965 1857—Rim Filed, Cleaned-ANACS. Unc. Details, Net AU 50. A 
bright, well defined early double eagle. Evidence of rim filing and 
cleaning is noticed, particularly on the reverse. 

966 1861 XF 45 ANACS. Light in color with an overall scuffiness on the 
obverse that reduces what would be significant luster. 

967 1867-S-Rim Filed, Cleaned-ANACS. AU Details, Net XF 40. A 
somewhat scarcer issue and very elusive in AU or better condition. 

968 1869-S AU 58 NGC. Seldom is this scarcer Type Two twenty locat¬ 
ed in near-Mint condition. This piece has nearly complete Mint lus¬ 
ter and a paucity of abrasions. Weakly defined on the peripheral stars 
and Liberty’s hair curls, as usual. 

969 1872 AU 58 PCGS. Moderately marked, but exhibiting bright luster 
that is nearly complete on the reverse. 

970 1873 Open 3 MS 61 PCGS. The surfaces on this relatively common 
Type Two issue are bright and satiny, being precluded from a higher 
grade by two heavy facial marks on Liberty's jaw and chin. 

971 1875-CC—Cleaned-ANACS. AU Details, Net XF 40. The surfaces 
exhibit an unnatural sheen with a number of contact marks and hair- 

972 1876-S XF 40 NGC. A noticeably circulated example of this com¬ 
mon date twenty dollar gold piece. One heavy contact mark is men¬ 
tioned on Liberty’s nose and face. 
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973 1876-S MS 61 PCGS. Full, unbroken mint luster and only modest¬ 
ly abraded, the single most detracting feature we can find on this 
coin is a slight softness of detail on Liberty’s hair. 

974 1877 AU 55 NGC. Sharply struck with bright mint luster. The coin 
almost looks like a bagmarked MS 60. 

975 1878-S MS 61 PCGS. This early Type Three double eagle is cer¬ 
tainly not lacking for strike and luster, but numerous, scuffy abra¬ 
sions on the obverse serve to limit the grade. Rarely seen finer. 

976 1883-CC—Scratched—ANACS. XF Details, Net VF 20. A moderate¬ 
ly circulated example of this scarce, popular CC gold issue. 

977 1883-S-Cleaned-ANACS. Unc. Details, Net AU 55. Essentially a 
new coin, but downgraded by evidence of having been lightly 
cleaned at one time. Still, a respectable, lightly toned piece. 

978 1883-S MS 62 PCGS. Good luster and strike with a few typical 
marks. 

979 1884-S MS 62 PCGS. Myriad marks have intruded on the soft gold¬ 
en surfaces. 

980 1885-S MS 62 PCGS. A premium quality piece that is a trifle weak 
at the highpoints. 

981 1888 MS 62 PCGS. Sharply detailed for this difficult P-mint twen¬ 
ty, with bright, satiny luster that is offset by a healthy number of 
abrasions. 

982 1888-S MS 61 NGC. Nice luster with numerous contact marks on 
both sides.

983 1888-S MS 62 PCGS. Green-gold patina over each side, a few abra¬ 
sions limit the grade.

Bright mint luster, there are also a number of 
typically seen abrasions over each side. 

987 1891-S MS 62 PCGS. Fully lustrous and well defined but showing 
too many luster grazes and contact marks for a finer grade. 

988 1892-CC MS 61 PCGS. Quite frosty with typically excellent luster 
found on the small quantity of Mint State survivors. The obverse 
exhibits an even distribution of fairly numerous abrasions that just 
causes this flashy example to miss an MS 62 rating. 

989 1893 MS 62 PCGS. A contact mark below Liberty's eye and a small 
patch of gold rust on the reverse are worthy of mention. 

990 1893 MS 63 ANACS. Satiny luster is accented with pink-golden 
patina. A small toning spot is noticed on Liberty's cheek. 

991 1893-S MS 62 PCGS. Frosty and lustrous with a few light marks and 
no spots or blemishes. 

992 1894-S MS 63 PCGS. A brilliant, satiny coin that is nothing short of 
premium quality. 

993 1895-S MS 62 PCGS. An above average reverse for the grade with 
original color and luster. Difficult to locate any nicer than this, espe¬ 
cially with the eye appeal of this piece. 

994 1895-S MS 62 PCGS. A pleasing specimen that has light orange- 
gold color. The minor ticks on the face of Liberty are the grade-lim¬ 
iting factors. 

995 1895-S MS 62 PCGS. Lustrous despite being scuffy. 


996 1896-S MS 61 NGC. There are a number of contact marks on either 
side, none of which are overly distracting. 

997 1896-S MS 62 PCGS. Blazing luster jumps off of the surfaces. The 
obverse displays some prooflike reflectivity. 

998 1897 MS 62 PCGS. The central details on each side show some 
weakness, but the coin is wholly original and satiny. 

999 1897 MS 62 PCGS. Fully struck and prooflike. 

1000 1897-S MS 62 PCGS. Golden-yellow color. 

1001 1897-S MS 62 PCGS. A plethora of marks is evident on either side. 

1002 1898-Cleaned-ANACS. Unc. Details, Net AU 55. A lightly 
cleaned example with several contact marks on the obverse. 

1003 1898-Scratched-ANACS. Unc. Details, Net MS 60. The flashy lus¬ 
ter of this piece is offset by a paper-thin group of scratches beneath 
the date. 


1004 1898-S—Cleaned—ANACS. Unc. Details, Net AU 50. In our opin¬ 
ion, this is a fully Uncirculated coin that may have been lightly 
cleaned at one time. Certainly worth a look.

The grade-limiting marks fall mostly in the 
fields of the coin. Light golden-yellow hues on either side.

1047 1911-D MS 64NGC. Satiny with a bit of hazy patina over each side. 

1048 1914 MS 63 NGC. Bright, satiny surfaces with a thin ring of olive 
patina at the peripheries. 

1049 1915 MS 62 NGC. Lustrous, satiny, and well defined. 

1050 1915 MS 64 NGC. Splendid golden-orange color with luster that is 
particularly vibrant for this conditionally scarce P- min t and only a 
few, minimally distracting surface marks. Very elusive any finer. 


1029 1907 MS 62 PCGS. Clearly appearing to be a higher grade with 
bright, satiny luster and a sharp strike.
